Rus­ 
sian diplo matic activity in relatio n to Britain 
is almo st certainly aimed to bring this abo ut 
as the Kremlin’s price fo r calling o ff the 
Ko rean war. It wo uld be an exo rbitant price. 
The United States which alo ne had the back­ 
bo ne to refuse to reco gnize Red China, will 
never pay it. 
It wo uld wreck the integrity o f the United 
Natio ns, which helped to create the republic 
o f Ko rea. It wo uld shatter the prestige o f 
the United States as the o nly military po wer 
po tentially capable o f withstanding the o n­ 
slaught o f the wo rldwide Co mmunist co n­ 
spiracy bo ssed by the Kremlin. 
It wo uld give Russian imperialism a clo ak o f 
internatio nal sanctio n. It wo uld enable it to 
use the United Natio ns as a weapo n against 
o ther go vernments with eno ugh co urage to 
fight back against the Co mmunist o nslaught 
It wo uld pin a badge o f cynicism o n the 
United Sta’es which never co uld be remo ved. 
Stalin canno t lo se, acco rding to his way o f 
thinking. If he canno t fo rce the United Natio ns 
to accept Co mmunist China—and o nly an utter 
failure o f diplo macy wo uld permit that—he 
can fo rce the United States into a military 
sho wdo wn with the Co mmunist co nspiracy. He 
co ntends that ano ther majo r war wo uld ripen 
this 
co untry 
fo r 
Co mmunist 
o verthro w, 
whether it wo n o r lo st It sho uld no t be fo r­ 
go tten that Stalin’s go al as a wo rld revo lu- ! 
tio nist is the United States, no t Russia. He 
already runs Russia. But he canno t run the 
wo rld until he has eliminated the United 
States. 


Aid From The U.N.

Vital Needs Lacking At Present 


WASHINGTON 
rpHE U. S. GOVERNMENT is 
o pen fo r business—as agent o t 
the United Natio ns — but it nas 
few custo mers o ffering tro o ps 
o r o ther military assistance to put 
do wn the No rth Ko reans. 
The “o ffice” at which the U. S. 
wo uld like to do a lo t mo re o f this 
business is Ro o m 3151 in the new 
State Department building. It is 
manned by a co mmittee o f two . 
They are Livingsto n T. Merchint, 
deputy 
assistant secretary 
o f 
state fo r Far Eastern Affairs and 
Capt. Albert C. Murdaugh o f the 
U. S. Navy, a special assistant in 
the o ffice o f Defense Secretary 
Lewis Jo hnso n. 
Offers o f aid fro m the anti- 
Co mmunist co untries go first, to 
United Natio ns headquarters in 
New Yo rk. UN Secretary General 
Trygve Lie has been trying to 
drum up mo re business, but he 
hasn’t been to o successful, either. 
What o ffers have co me in, Mr. 
Lie has fo rwarded to the State 
Department, 
where 
the Mer- 
chant-Murdaugh co mmittee takes 
them o ver. 
Captain Murdaugh carries the 
o ffers o ver to the Pentago n fo r 
Secretary Jo hnso n ahd the Jo int 
Chiefs o f Staff to appraise. If the 
o ffers co ntain anything that Gen. 
Do uglas MacArthur can use, the 
jo int chiefs o kay them. 
Mr. Merchant handles matters 
fro m there. He deals with the 
Washingto n ambassado rs o f the 
fo reign 
co untries 
co ncerned. 
There are no 
fo rmal 
treaties 
drawn up. There’s a minimum o f 
red tape. 


merchant ships to haul supplies 
to Ko rea has been o f particular 
interest. The o nly questio n is ho w 
many ships are available, wheth­ 
er they are tankers o r dry cargo 
ships, where they are and ho w 
so o n thfey will be ready to lo ad 
cargo . 
The first o ffer o f gro und tio o ps 
—which are needed as badly as 
anything else—came fro m the 
Chinese Natio nalists o n Fo rmo sa. 
Incidentally, this o ffer was no t 
refused. There has been a delay, 
ho wever, because o f a number o f 
co nsideratio ns. No w Thailand has 
o ffered a co mbat team o f 4000 
tro o ps, and England is co nsider­ 
ing sending gro und tro o ps fro m 
Ho ng Ko ng o r Malaya. 
So far, o ther natio ns have o f­ 
fered o nly materials that they 
have in lo ng supply. The Danes 
have o ffered medicine. Philippine 
Islands have o ffered co pra. Ni­ 
caragua has o ffered co ffee and 
rubber. Chile has o ffered nitrates 
and co pper. 


How To Control the Controls 
HVHERE IS uneasiness abo ut President Tru­ 
man’s request fo r bro ad executive co ntro ls 
o ver eco no mic affairs fo r a singular reaso n. 
Mr. Truman’s administratio n, when the time 
came fo r it to relinquish the co ntro ls it ex­ 
ercised during Wo rld War II, played 
co y. It 
stirred the suspicio n that it wanted to keep 
the w artime co ntro ls fo r the sake o f the po wer 
they gave to go vernment. They were au­ 
tho rized, ho wever, fo r the sake o f the po wer 
they gave the United States to wage war. 
They will be autho rized again fo r that pur­ 
po se. But inso far as po ssible, they will be sur­ 
ro unded with whatever restraints can be writ, 
ten into the laws besto wing them o n the excu- 
tive branch, to make certain they do no t be­ 
co me the entering wedge fo r state so cialism. 
Unfo rtunately, no t many restraints can be 
made binding. 
Restraints are less a matter o f 
legislatio n than o f attitude. The pro blem o f 
ho w to co ntro l the co ntro ls which are need­ 
ed to bring natio nal strength to a military 
fo cus belo ngs in the field o f po litics, no t juris­ 
prudence. 
If it can be made plain to po liticians that 
there is no widespread favo r fo r the gro wth 
o f state so cialism in the United States, the 
pro blem o f co ntro lling the co ntro ls will dis­ 
appear. If po liticians co ntinue to believe, as 
many o f them have sho wn evidence o f believ­ 
ing the last few years that the best way to get 
re-elected is to yell fo r mo re po wer and mo re 
mo ney fo r mo re po liticians, the United States 
will be in tro uble. The best way to do this 
wo uld be to thro w o ut the pro mo ters o f state 
so cialism in this year’s co ngressio nal electio ns.

SINCE THE United States is 
no w furnishing a co uple o f billio n 
do llars wo rth o f military assist­ 
ance to Western Euro pean natio ns 
which aren’t any to o stro ng as it 
is, maybe they 
can’t o ffer sizable 
aid to Ko rea. Ail it wo uld mean 
wo uld be that the U. S. wo uld 
have to bo lster them up further. 
But even to ken aid fro m these 
co untries—so mething mo re tan­ 
gible than just 
mo ral suppo rt 
—w o uld be mo st welco me. 
One thing that may have held 
back o ffers o f aid is that the 50- 
o dd co untries suppo rting the UN 
reso lutio n against the Co mmies 
haven’t kno wn what wo uld be 
useful. General M a c A r t h u r’s 
headquarters and the U. S. Jo int 
Chiefs o f Staff are no w co nsider­ 
ing issuance o f a military sho p­ 
ping list o f supplies they might 
use. 
Even mo ney wo uld be useful, 
but no co untry has o ffered any 
mo ney. As a matter o f fact, tiie 
questio n o f who pays fo r what, in 
co nnectio n with this UN effo rt, 
has no t even been discussed. 
The United States has insisted 
that all o ffers o f aid be made 
to the Republic o f Ko rea—no t to 
the U. S. o r the UN. So far there 
have been no strings tied to any 
o ffers o f aid received. But if there 
are any bills in co nnectio n with 
this aid, yo u kno w darn well wno 
will have to pay them.

O ONE claims to kno w w'hy the ho use o f 
representatives turned do wm the pro po ­ 
sal fo r scuttling the electo ral co llege and sett­ 
ing up a streamlined system o f pro po rtio nal 
vo ting to elect presidents. The senate already 
. had appro ved the idea. But that is the mys­ 
tery—why the senate appro ved it. 
Every elected o fficial o f the federal go v­ 
ernment is an alumni o f the dear o ld electo ral 
co llege, in the sense that he kno ws the ro pes 
o f the curriculum which it represents in na­ 
tio nal po litics.-It was plain thro ugho ut dis­ 
cussio n o f the pro po sed new system that no 
o ne knew the ro pes. 
Po liticians who had 
studied 
vo ting all their lives co uldn’t agree 
o n ho w pro po rtio nal representatio n wo uld 
wo rk; that was what finally killed it in the 
ho use vo te. Demo crats, with eno ugh vo tes to 
ado pt it if they had wanted to , co uldn't be 
sure whether it wo uld hurt o r help their 
party. Republicans w*ere in the same dilem­ 
ma. 
There might be half a do zen ways to make 
a presidential electio n mo re lo gical. Each o f 
them might be an impro vement o ver the elec­ 
to ral co llege, which has no thing much to 
co mmend it except the ivy o n its no n-exist- 
ant walls and the hallo wed memo ries o f its 
no n-existant classro o ms. But that is eno ugh 
fo r the alumni—Mnd who can blame them? If 
they had to learn the ro pes in a new scho o l 
o f presidential po litics so me o f them might 
flunk. Their puzzled co nstituents might flunk 
with them.

“farm” is the pro per divisio n o f 
members o f the ho useho ld into 
the two o bvio us catego ries: Co n­ 
sumers and To Be Co nsumed.

warning and co nsumed a w’o uld- 
be Co nsumer. 
This left the survivo rs in a 
state o f sho ck which deepened ls 
time passed into a state o f ho rro r. 
Visito rs who tho ughtlessly and 
co arsely speak o f the chickens, 
ducks, sheep and go ats as po ­ 
tential table items might as well

New Radioactive Dust 


Slowly Poisons Victims 


CHICAGO, 
J uly 
26 —(AP)— 
Is the United States working to 
develop “death sand?” A Uni­ 
versity of Illinois physicist thinks 
it’s likely. 
This slow-acting poison, 
an In­ 
visib le form of radioactive dust, 
could b e the most insidious—or 
most humane—type of atomic 
weapon known. 
Dr. Louis N. Ridenour said the 
sub stance would b e “the lightest 
and most transportab le of all the 
weapons of mass destruction. 
The U. S. Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission’s 
plutonium production 
plant in Hanford, Wash., could 
produce enough of this dust ev­ 
ery month to contaminate 144 
square miles, he added. 
Radioactive sand, he b elieves, 
could b e made b y dipping tiny 
sand particles or metal powder in 
a water solution o f radio activ e 
salts. These salts, when dried, 
would cling to the outside of each 
particle. 
Unless warned in advance, res­ 
idents of an area sprayed with 
this dust would not know they 
were in danger until symptoms 
of radioactive poisoning appeared 
two w’eeks or a month later. Then 
it would b e too late. They would 
have inhaled it and had their 
clothing covered with it. A few* 
days later they would die. 
But if warning were given. 
Ridenour said, each memb er of 
the target population would have 
a choice of whether to live or die. 
Persons who remained in the 
area certainly would die, “while 
giving an excellent chance of 
survival to a person who flees 
at once, with a folded or dam­ 
pened handkerchief over his nose 
or m outh” 
“The novel and unique pro­ 
perties of this weapon make it 
useful in special situations,” Rid­ 
enour said, in an article in the 
b ulletin of atomic scientists.

Trash, loose wire, 
b roken glars and other deb ris are 
potential lurking places for acci­ 
dents. 
Know mg that some accidents 
are sure to happen no matter how 
successful the current campaign, 
safety ex perts recommend 
the 
strat* gc placement of first aid 
kits ab out the farm. 
Those need not b e expensive. 
Any tight metal b ox that’s clear­ 
ly iaU led w ill >erve the purpose. 
The co ntents, of course, should in­ 
clude adhesiv e tape, sterile gauze 
pads and b andages, tourniquets 
a n d b urn ointment as# a b asic min­ 
imum. 
Safety experts say there should 
he kits in the kitchen and in the 
farm shop as well as smaller 
o nes in the ear and on the trac­ 
tor.
